CITIZENS’ UNION. 
FIRST PUBLIC MEETING. 
The Citizens’ Union of North Chicago held its 


first general public meeting in Brand’s Hall, 
corner of Erie and Clark streets, last evening. 
It was a success,—about 500 voters being 
present, —and the gentlemen who inaugurated 
the movement to secure capable and honest 
local officers feel assured that the object will be 
accomplished. The call stated that the purpose 
was to explain the aims of the organization and 
to invite the citizens of that section of the city 
to unite and co-operate with it. 


The assemblage was called to order by William 
Stewart, President of the Union, who occupied 
the chair. He said the objectof the Association 
was the preservation of the purity of the ballot, 
and to elect none other than honest and ef- 
ficient men to loca offices. [Applause.] It 


sought the pubishment of whoever might be 


guilty of election frauds or othcial dishonesty, 
and would lend its aid to exposing official 
abuses, and providing a remedy if possible by 


the united influence of its members without re- 


gard to party politics. 
George L. Paddock was tutroduced. and spoke 


of the efforts which had thus far been made to 
accomplish the objects af the Union. It hadoc- 
curred to those who started the movement, with 
regard to certain local offices, that it was desir- 
able to unite all the good citizens of the com- 
munity without regard to what they might be- 
lieve as to larger and more general questions, — 
questions of national politics. Acting upon 
this belief, they had sought to bring about anity 
by forming a union of all their neighbors and 
fellow-citizens who agreed with them in that 
policy, so that when they came to vote for an 
Assessor, or Collector, or Alderman, Repub- 
licans and Democrats could join together and 
elect honest men who were capable of discharg- 
ing the duties of their offices. [ Applause. 

Hiram Barber, Jr., spoke next. He supposed 
without doubt there would always be parties. 
The emoluments and hepors incidental) to the 
control of the Government were sufficient of 
themselves to divide the people, let alone the 
questions of political and social economy upon 
which men most naturally differed. While par- 
ties were inevitable, and while there were many 
excellent features in them, they had proved not 
an unmixed good.

THIRD WARD CLUB. 

The Third Ward Republican Club met last 
evening in the new rooms, at the corner of 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-second street, Mr. 
A. Crawford presiding. Among those present 
were Messrs. Kirk Hawes, Murry Nelson, 
Judge Cary, J. II. Clough, Charles H. Ham, 
Col. John H. Roberts, Charles P. Kellogg, And 
other prominent Republicans of the ward.

The tests to which Wheeler & Wilson’s new 
sewing machine was subjected at the Centen- 
nial by the the judges are not less than won- 
derful and will be interesting as showing its 
many strong points; one was, to stitch book 
muslin with No. 400 cotton at the rate of 600 
stitches per minute. To test the ease with 
which it runs, two thicknesses of muslin were 
stitched together with No. 60 cotton at a speed 
of 600 stitches per minute, with the same cotton 
used asa driving-belt. On patent enameled 
leather, and without injury to the surface, lines 
of stitching were made containing 100 perfect 
stitches to the inch. Bags of both India rubber 
and kid were stitched water-tight at the sears. 
Twenty thicknesses of * butternut” duck were 
sewed her. Again, six layers of tin, alter- 
nating with seven thicknesses of broadcloth, 
were all stitched together without any previous 
puncturing of the tin. With no change in tne 
adjustment of either tension, seams were made 
passing successively from one to three and four 
thicknesses of , thence to muslin, and to 
the thinnest tissue paper. Calfskin and India 
rubber were sewed together, and the feats of 
making seams with copper wire instead of 
thread, and using a D ae knotted under 
¢hread, were successfully performed; finally the 
machine was run at a speed of over 2,000 stitches 


per minute.

STRAW, cuir, AND LEGHORN, 

Yellow Italian straws of silken lustre and fan- 
cifully braided make up the bulk of the impor- 
tations of spring bonnets.. Creamy white chips 
are not abandoned, but they. are no longer the 
first choice, and, when used, they seldom con- 
stitute the whole bonnet, a part of it, cither 
crown or brim, being of fancy braids. What are 
called twist braids, some of which are smooth 
and glossy, while others are rough Euglish 
twist. promise to be the popular choice. Some 
of the pretticst capotes have crowns of smooth 
satin twist as soft and pliable as chip, with 
brims of roughyand-ready braids in feathery 
pestis, or curved and festooned in scallops. 

ymictimes there dre three -like rows of the 
ycliow Italian braids around the fronts of 
sinvoth bonnets, and this plan is reversed, 
the border being plain and the crown rough. 
A novelty fs the open straw, dotted or perforat- 
ed like lace. The rolled fronts are somewhat 
in coronet fashion, but are more modest in 
size than the coronet bonnets lately worn, and 
when filled out with lace rucheslook like achild’s 
bonnet. All these capote are worn quite 
far forward. The newest chips are braided in 
the style of pearl braids, are roughly n- 
ished. Black chips have ye braid brims, or 
else are striped with white, or they have 
an inch-wide bund of rough black twists, or of 
lace straw fn lattice pattern, ere are also 
marron brown chips with brims like those of 
the black bonnets. 

Finest of all are the cenuine rn bonnets 
of soft and flexible quality. The ample crowns 
are of the Plain Leggorn, while the brims, either 
rolled or straight, are pja and braided in 
rich designs, and embellishe@ with satin braids. 
Straicht curtain bands are seen on most of the 
Leghoru bounets. 

ROUND BATS. 

The rough twists of substantial English straw, 
not quite so deep in color as the Italian braids, 
are most used for round bats, which are now 
only used for undress occasions, such as travel- 
ing und shopping. Some of the new shapes have 
nigh, large crowns, square across the top, and 
not unlike the square beaver bats worn b 
equestriennes; the brims rolled vackwayi, 
making the straw double, and the upper layer 
is pressed in concave shape. 0 are large 
English walking hats with Derby crowns, while 
the greater number are various modifica of 
the Duchess of Devonshire or Gainsborough hat 
worn last summer. The new Devonshire hats 
are smaller, and the brims are more shapely, 
one side and the back rolling upward, while the 
other projects outward withont being pressed 
closely to the head. For little giris are saiior 
straw hats of Cardinal red, na ue, or brown 
striped with white, and bound with ribbon to 
match. They are worn far back on the head. 
The Cardinal sailor hat is a novelty that prom- 
ises to be popular, as the first im 8 are 
already exhausted. 

THE NEW COLORS. 

Yellow predominates in the spring colors. The 
delicate cream tints have civen to darker 
shades as deep ſu color as rae low of the fine 
straws they are to trim. First of these is Man- 
darin, a vivid yellow shade, which is the imperial 
color of China; then comes buttercup-color, 
maze. tea-rosc. Isabel; and last of these shades 
is vieux d'or, or old gold,a quaint brownish- 
yellow that needs to be lightened by the brill- 
tant coral shades that are shownin grvat num- 
bers. Reseda, or mignonette, the greenish-grav 
tint so popular two years ago,is restored to 
favor. re blue shades are very light, and the 
most stylish is clair de lune, or moenlight blue, 
that is only a little off white. Marron, or chest- 
nut, is the brown shade most largely imported. 
Tilteul shades are deeper than those of the pres- 
ent season. Vesuve, a brilliant flame color.

MATERIALS FOR TRIMMING, ETC. 

The newest materials for trimming bonnets 
have plusb-like effects. They are of light qual- 
ity, with looped threads loosely woven w. and 
are called by the dealers plushettes. These 
come in al) the yellow, green, and red shades 
that promise to be fashionable. The ribbons 
most largely imported are called double-chain 
satin ribbons, and are very rich, rather beavy, 
indeed, for summer use. They are satin on one 
side and gros-grain on the other. The widths 
known as Nos. 12, 16, and 20 will be used for 
ae strings and for streamers that hang be- 

ind. 

Flowers are arranged in bouquets, wreaths, and 
in half wreaths for face trimming. Roses with 
mignonette, or rose-buds with fern leaves, make 
heautiful clusters. There are many salmon tea- 
roses that have much coral pink in them. Twists 
of siik knotted, pleatings of raveled silk, and 
ruches of tulle will be worn inside the Normandy 
and capote bonnets, but the novelty for the face 
will be a half wreath of dwarfed roses of three 
or four shades worn inside the front of the bon- 
net. 


The manner of trimming the bonnet is Very ' 


simple. Looscly-folded ribbons or else scarfs of 
bias silk are laid around the crown, and a bou- 
quet of fowers is on one side near the top, or 
else there is a cluster of loops instead. hen 
flowers are used in profusion, they form a broad 
wreath that almost covers the brim of the little 
capote, and some tendrils climb up the crown. 
Streamers will not be given up by those who 
like them, but many prefer having the tapering 
back of the crown accentuated by the plainness 
of its appearance, and the absence of loops, 
sprays, or streamers. 
MORNING JACKETS. 

Morning jackets for dressing or for breakfast 
are of twilled wools and of flannels of pale or of 
dark shades of blue, rose, or cardival, and are 
embroidered lightly with white iloss. They are 
made with a deep sailor collar, and are slightly 
sloved in with the figure. Opera flannels are 
also used for this purpose, and are trimmed 
with pinked bands, or with bias bands piped or 
corded with white. These are imported unmade, 
with the embroidery al) complete. Ladies who 
have learned point Russe and can do button- 
hole scalloplug neatly, embroider their own 
jackets. The fancy this year is to trim all colors 
with whise work. For those who do not use 
needic-work, the linen Smyrna lace is com- 
mended.

The Testimony for Prosecution 
and Defense All In. 


Mrs, Sillivan Not to Bo Swort—The | ; 
Arguments Will Bogin Monday. 


The e yesterday had no apparent 
effect upon the attendance at the trial of Alex- 
ander Sullivan for the murder of Francis Han- 
ford, all the benches in the Criminal Court- 
room being full. There were nearly as many 
ladies present as at any previous session. Mrs. 
Sullivan was there surrounded by friends, and 
it was expected that she would be put on the 
stand. 

When the court opened, the examination of 
witnesses for the defense was continued. 

George H. Laflin was called, and said Sullivan 
had a good character. 

INGWEL OLESON, 
ex-member of the Board of Education, testified 
that Mrs. Sullivan’ had no connection with the 
Board that be knew of. He saw her in 1878; 
that was the only time. He never spoke to her, 
or she to him, and never received any messages 
or letters from her Qn sent any to her.

MUSIC. 
AT HOME, 
A HINT. 

The local musical world during the past week 
has been almost entirely barren. With the ex- 
ception of the somewhat curious sacred concert 
given at the Tabernacle, there is nothing to re- 
cord. A detailed notice of that concert has al- 
ready appeared in Tue Tum, and there is 
nothing now to be added to it, except. per- 
haps, to intimate that the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, when next it essays 
to go into the concert-fields, should secure the 
services of some competent and experienced 
manager who can attend to details, and thereby 
save those who volunteer their services for the 
cause a great deal of unnecessary trouble. A 
concert of such dimensions cannot manage it- 
self.

New York, March 1.—The critics have rather 

a bard time of it over Miss Abbott. They don’t 
kuow exactly what to do with her, yet feel 
called upon professionally to dispose of her in 
some way. When she came out in concert, they 
said she had no great future there, whatever she 
might do on the sfage. She took tothe stage, 
and they pretty much all agreed she might bet- 
ter keep to the concert-room after all. Amid 
such shifting, it looked as if the charming young 
lady would be driven to dispose of herself. She 
kept right on singing, both in concert and opera, 
and, what is more, to paying and pleased houses. 
This may not be that bigh success required by 
critics, but it suits managers the world over, and 
is at least an essential element of success. 

The critics have hardly been fair to Miss Ab- 
bott. They were set against her Jong before 
she came, by the loud, heralding she was forced 
to endure. Nothing makes the metropolitan 
critic gnash his teeth and harden his pen like 
this sort of advance assault on his judgment. 
It is as if you ask a connoisseur to your house 
to view a painting whose like, you assure him, 
he never beheld. With such an invitation, you 
need not expect him to see the merits your 
pictare really does or to do anything 
but find fault with it. Had injudicious persons 
given Miss Abbott less praise. the gentlemen of 
the press would have given her Jess censure. 
That she is agreat singer is claimed only by those 
whose judgment is not equal to their admiration. 
But either she is an attractive singer, who will 
wear well in publi¢ favor whether in opera or 
concert, or else another man is mistaken. Be- 
tween the two, I should say the opera was the 
more promising ficld. Miss Abbott is not equal 
to grand climaxes, and knows it well enough to 
seldom attempt them; but she enters into the 
spirit of the piece with a natural earnestness 
and interest which are very taking. She is full 
of motion and vivacity, with no idea of saving 
her strength. Slight as she is, she is not more 
slight than Miss Kellogg was when she began 
to fight her way through criticism which said 
she never could succeed in song. 

A BOLSTERING OPINION. 

Yesterday I met a gentleman widely known in 
musical circles, himself a singer and of excellent 
musical taste. Of course I asked what he 
thought of Ms Abbott. 

. “I was very much surprised,” said he. “I 
went over to the Academy Saturday afternoon 
expecting to be dissappointed. Besides, I knew 
Iwas prejudiced against her, as I think the 
critics were, by the great reports that had been 
spread abroad. But I was so interested that my 
antagonism vanished in five minutes. She was 
the same simple-hearted, earnest, unassuming 
girl, so far as I could see, that I had known be- 
fore she went abroad. Once or twice she tried 
to do more than her power would permit, 
and it was painful to see her strain to 
strike the grand note. With these exceptions 
it was a thoroughly pleasing performance, and I 
‘have seldom enjoyed one more. She was so im- 
bued with the spirit of the occasion, as well as 
that of her special role, that she could not keep 
still a moment. Even in the chorus, where she 
had no place according to the composer, she 
struck in with the sopranos as if it were impos- 
sible for her not to sing. It is true Miss Abbott 
has not a great prima donna voice, but I predict 
for her an in spite of that and 
of our critics. The latter, by the way, never 
venture to foresee success. It is a trick of theirs 
to keep conservative and wait, if they are not 


‘harsh and ready. I know cases in which they 
-have not said half the good they thought, for 
fear simply of being laughed at.“
